1. Secretary calls in Turkish Ambassador and indicates 
likelihood that USSR may introduce question of Jupiters in Turkey 
into the Cuban crisis discussions. While we are making and will 
continue to make every effort to avoid such linkage, we must 
nevertheless be prepared to deal with the introduction of this 
issue, 

2, The Secretary would lay out the problems in terms of 
overall NATO interest. He would explain that NATO capabilities 
plus those which we have in mind for increasing those capabilities 
will now and in the future continue to give Turkey every protection 
that it needs against a Soviet attack. He will indicate that 
should the Soviets raisethe issue of Jupiters in the Cuban dis- 
cussion and we be unable to respond in a positive and forthcoming 
manner of our ability to continue to assist NATO will be re- 
stricted . 

3, He will indicate that this is indeed a difficult 
decision for the Turks for what we are seeking is a unilateral 
expression of willingness on their part to permit the dismantling 
of these weapons under some sort of international system of in- 


spection. We also hope that the Turks would at the proper moment
